“There are .'» 0,000 stamp-collectors in New 
York,” said an enthusiast on the 
subject, 
“and the number is constantly inereasinc. 
They call themselves philatelists—a word 
that you will not find in any but the newest 
« editions of the dictionaries. This has l» eeii 
f ^ v hobby for three years. 
I got skirted on 
v 
iti» A purely accidental way. 
I ll 1**11 you 
1 how it was. 
One day about three years ago 
1 was walking along Broadway not far from 
Fourteenth street. It was raining very hard, 
and my umbrella wasn’t of much service. 
So I stopped under an awning to wait for 
the rain to hold up. 
I happened to stop by 
the stand of a dealer in old books. 
While 
Hating there I naturally glanced at some of 
the books. 


VALUE OF A STAMP ALBUM. 
“One of those I oj>ened was a large album 
of stami» » . I bad no jmrticulor knowledge 
of stami* then, but I saw at once that such 
a collection must have considerable value. 
I asked the dealer carelessly what he would 
take for the album. He said $4. 
I took out 
$4 at once and handed it to him. 
The book 
was carefully wrapped up and I put it under 
my arm and carried it to a well-known 
dealer in stain}« , coins, etc. I had an idea 
the album was worth, perhaps, $25. The 
dealer looked at the book and then looked at 
me. 
He evidently thought that I didn’t 
know the value of what I was offering. 
He 
said he would give me $20 for it. 
I at once 
made up my mind that it was worth $ 
100, 
and of course told him I wouldn’t take $20. 
Finally he offered me $00, but I told him the 
book was not for sale. 
Then I got stamp- 
catalogues and set about determining the 
value of the collection that I had picked up 
for a mere trifle. 
I found that I had a t rcas- 
ure worth $7UM 
I have kept it, and have 
added to it from time to time until I have a 
valuable collection! 
“A ou may call the philatelist a crank or a 
monomaniac, if you please, but it is just as 
legitimate to collect old stani}* as old paint­ 
ings or old armor or weapons. Their value 
depends ui» on their rarity and the difficulty 
of collecting them. 
Every 
collection of 
stanij* is constantly growing more valuable 
I« ecause the number of stain|» s is limited. 
The law of supply and demand is controll­ 
ing. 
Sometimes we come u}» on valuable 
stamp» in quite unexpected ways. 
Not long 
ago I went to a friend of mine, a cigar 
dealer, and asked him if he hud any old let­ 
ters that I might look at to see if 1 could 
find some stamps. 
He said he had no l*» tters 
that he knew of, but his wife sugg« *st<‘d that 
there was a Ik»x up in the garret that she 
thought con taint'd letters. 
The box was got 
out and on the letters, which were covered 
with dust and yellow by time, I found some 
excellent stamps. One was an old one; I 
could find nothing like it in any of the cata­ 
logues. 
I took it to the dealer mentioned In­ 
fere. 
He at onoo askod if it was for sale. 
1 told him no, but I wished to learn its 
value. 
He said it was a rare stamp and was 
worth $15. 
He offered me 
$10 for it, but I 
kept it, thinking it might be worth 
$20 in ¿4 
year. 


RAiiE ANIJ VALUABLE STAMPS. 
“1 went into a store one day kept by a 
Ttirk, ami after buying a trifle Ì asked him 
if be had any Turkish stamps on hand. 
He 
said he had, and gave me a handful. Among 
them was one that, I found by the catalogue, 
was worth $ 1, I got it for nothing. 
» Some 
of the Turkish stumps are very fine, but 
they are not rare, as a rule, lieoause there 
is so much trade in Turkish tobacco anti 
other things. 
The East India 
s ta m p s used 
for domestic purj» osc« are difficult to obtain. 
“The best stumps are those made in this 
country. 
The drawings are tine and the 
workmanship ]>erfect. 
The government de­ 
partments Used stamps for official documents 
and letters until 18?,» , when the present en­ 
voi ojm* was introduced. The stamps for the 
executive department were 
carmine 
in 
color, the war department blood m l, the 
irea-ury green, and 90 on. 
Full sets of these 
sta m ps a re now of considerable value. Then 
there a re stamps which the public never see. 
They are used for noW 8}« i}> 
01* and peri­ 
odicals and newspapers in bulk. 
When 
a movsjwijaT, 
for 
instance, 
pays 
the 
postage on all copies sent by nudi, thè official 
who receives the money takes stump« to that 
amount out of a book and cancels them; the 
the cancello? stamps are sent to Washington 
and there burned. 
The law forbids any 
other disposition of them. 
These stamps run 
from 1 cent to $*10, so that any amount can 
l» e made exactly, 
“1 hey are valuable to collectors because of 
the difficulty of procuring them. There are 
collectors who have full sets. 
Of course the 
stani]* bave to be stolen by somebody. I 
myself have all these stani}« below 
$8

Arriving at the entrance to the street, we 
passed the “fire lines,” and saw the ruins of 
a large building whose walls hail fallen into 
the street kilkng a woman and injuring 
several men. 
It was very dark and the fit. 
ful light of a street lamp showed the dark 
outlines of the remaining walls looming up 
against a cloudy sky. The black figures of 
some firemen showed on the roof of an ad­ 
joining house. 
Almost by feeling, McDou­ 
gall sketched the scene with a blue pencil, 
while Folsom darted in another direction. 
Twice McDougall had to go to the street 
iAinp to judge of the correctness of his 
sketch.
